LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  ;3ew  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  May  30  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  continued  to  mark  time  during  the  past  week, 
with  scarcely  any  change  in  nominal  quotations,  and  very  little  activity 
of  any  kind.    So  many  of  the  mills  are  planning  on  radical  curtailment 
of  production  activities  in  the  months  immediately  ahead  that  they  are 
showing  no  interest  whatever  in  further  raw  material  supplies  before  fall.

"In  some  quarters  of  the  market  there  was  more  or  less  inquiry  for  Pima 
cotton  on  a  tentative  basis,  the  sales  depending  upon  whether  or  not  the 
prospective  buyers  were  successful  in  getting  certain  government  orders 
for  balloon  cloth  on  which  they  were  submitting  bids. 

"It  was  not  easy  to  get  offerings  of  Pima  cotton,  particularly  the 
really  high  grade  Pima.     Quotations  on  Number  Ones  were  around  37  cents 
Shile  Twos  were  quoted  at  36-jjr  cents  and  Number  Threes  at  34-|-  cents.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  June  6  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  continued  inactive  during  the  past  week  and 
there  was  very  little  buying  interest  shown  either  in  New  Bedford  or 
in  other  New  England  cotton  buying  centers.    The  mills  appear  to  have 
enough  raw  material  to  cover  present  needs,  and  the  lack  of  gray  goods 
activity  recently  has  left  little  or  nothing  in  the  way  of  additional 
orders  to  cover .

The  result 
was  another  week  of  inactivity  in  spot  cotton  markets.     In  some  quarters 
there  was  a  tendency  to  stiffen  the  basis  quotations  as  the  future 
markets  declined,  but  there  was  more  than  enough  cotton  available  from 
other  sellers  to  keep  the  local  prices  unchanged  for  the  week  so  far 
as  the  extra  staple  lengths  are  concerned.

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American- 
Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  May  as  1,535  bales  of  500 
pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with  1,870  bales  in  April  and  2,226  bales 
in  March.    The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported 
as  having  been  6,782  boles  in  May,  compared  with  7,754  bales  in  April 
and  7,563  bales  in  March.

Leaf  worm  attacks  fur  the 
present  are  of  insignificant  importance  and  where  eggs  have  made 
their  appearance  the  necessary  measures  have  been  taken  to  destroy  them.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  June  12,  1937,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated  June  4: 

Weather  conditions  have  improved  but  the  plant  is  still  backward; 
in  certain  Delta  regi< ns  it  has  a  lot  to  recover  to  show  a  healthy 
appearance.    The  water  supply  has  recently  boon  put  to  normal,  and  a 
rood  sign  has  been  the  permission  granted  to  extend  the  rice  area  by 
25  percent  from  the  earlier  reduced  scheduled  plan.     On  the  other  hand, 
the  loaf W'.  m  is  mure  serious  than  it  has  ever  been,  and  considerable 
harm  was  done,  especially  in  the  Dakahlieh  and  Charkieh  Provinces. 
The  former  is  the  main  long  staple  district.    Also  clcuds  of  locusts 
made  their  appearance  in  Eastern  districts,  but  there  has  been  no  damage 
so  far.
